Soath on a Sesort Island. 

The fate of jwor Mrs. Wat.sou and lior 
child has at last been detiiiitely ascer- 
tained. Our readers may remember the 
description which. we gave a few weeks 
ago of the attjick .of the North Queens- 
land blacks upon 'the Lizard Ifiland fish- 
ing station, the bravo defence made by 
Mrs Watson and her Chiiiaiuau against 
overwhelming odds, and the suspicion of 
the pijlico -that.' the survivors had been 
drowned vrhile making, in a leaky little 
punt, for. the niuinland. The end of the 
sad stpry'is told by the lust mail deliv- 
ery.-^ ' Mrs. Watson and her child liad es- 
caped murder and outrage from the sav- 
ages, but were fated to a lingering death 
on a distant desert island. The master 
of a trading schooner found throe skele- 
tons on No. Island of the Ilorwich 
group, and these are proved to bo the 
remains of Mrs. Watson, her baby, and 
the faithful Chinaman, Ah Sam. A 
revolver, full cocked and loaded, was 
lyiiiii by the mother and child. The 
dead Chinaman was found under a tree 
a few yards oil' with a loaded ride at his 
side. There was no water on the island 
and the unfortnnatg castaways had 
no doubt died from ' the iiinst* terriblu 
agiuiy of thirst. Ah Sam had been 
speared in seven places, and the bond- 
ages showed that i\frs. WalKoii, in the 
midst of her woes, had not neglected to 
dress the wounds. The presence of mind 
tsnd heroism displayed by the courageous 
woman are now aeon to be even greater 
than vr&i at first aupposeil. The flight 
from Lizard Island was made, not in a 
boat, but in half of an iron tank used for 
boiling purposes. 

The woman, child ami Chinaman set 
forth on their perilous voyage on the '.!rd 
of October, landed next day on a reef, 
!ind remained there till the lith. Then 
they went from islet to islet in search of 
water, f'f which they could not have had 
a drop for at least live days. During this 
horrible period of sufreriiig and siisponse 
i\Irs. Watson kept lier diary, and never 
losi sight of her husband's, papers and 
account-hooks. The extracts from the 
heroine's diary tell as nuich of the touch- 
ing end of the harrowing story as will 
ever bo known, but imngination will but 
too vividly indicate the closing scones of 
this brave woman's life. Tho supply of 
water on hand had evidently.; lasted the 
fugitives during their rlier -wfipdorings, 
but prior to tho date of the first entry it 
had idtogother failed. The poiicillings in 
the diaiy apeak with pathetic force for 
themselves ; "Oct. lt-- I5rought tho tank 
ashore as far as possible with this morn- 
ing's tide; made camp all day under the 
trees. Blowing very hard. No water. 
Gave baby a dip in the sea. Ho is show- 
ing symptoms of thirst, and took a dip 
myself. .Vh Sam .and self very parched 
with thirst. Sunday, 10th- -Htdfy very 
bad with intlainmation ; very much ! 
alarmed ; no fresh water, and no more 
milk but condensed ; am very weak | 
nivself. Really thouj^ht 1 should liavu ; 
died last ni,c;ht. Monday, 11th -Still i 
all alive. Baby very much improved '■ 
this morning ; self feeling very weak, j 
1 think it will rain to-ilay; clouds very | 
heavy; wind not quite so high; no rain; j 
every appearance of fine weather. Ah 
.Sam gone away to die; have not seen him 
since the 9th. Haliy more cheerful; 
self not feeling at all well; have not seen 
any boats of any description. No water. 
Dead with thirst." The relics were dis- 
covered by Capt. Bremuer,of the schooner 
Kate Kearney, and over the remains he 
raised a mound, and i-c.ad tho Church of 
England burial service, heard for the first 
time upon that lonely island urder the 
.Southern Cross. Subsequently the peo- 
ple of Oooktowii sent across for the re- 
mains and accorded to them a public 
burial. — /->(ri/i/ jVcie.<.

The deep damnation of tlie takiiii,' oil' 
of Lord FiiKu'K C'avkxdish and undoi- 
secretary BirnKE Las excited the indig- 
nation of the people of nil civilized 
countries. Irishmen are loudest in 
denunciation of an act wliicli, apan 
from its savagery, was one of the most 
unnecessary and unwise that could po.s- 
sibly have been conceiveil. What-n-er 
may have been tlie state of public feel- 
ing towards I'oi'.stki! and Bi rick, there 
could have been no prejudice against 
Gav^BKOISII. '.Hence it is aurmised thut 
SuRKE alono 'waii'marked for slaughter 
and. that the chief secretary perished 
while attempting to save his compan 
ion. The awful character of the crime 
by which iubroad day a peaceful coi'iier 
of a lovely parij beneath the windows 
of the viee-regal [mlace in the space of 
a few seconds was transferred into a 
liuman slaughterhouse, is sugge.-live of 
organization, doliberalion and a two 
well executed jjlan. The dreadful iiar 
ration almost cau.ses the blood to frec/e 
with horror, awd we are not surpriswl 
that even Ireland stands aghast at the 
bloody spectacle. P.\nxKi,i., Dit.i.ON 
and Davitt and the rank and file of the 
land league, are outsjioken in condem- 
nation of the crime. The league wa.sh 
their hands of the .stiiin; and whilst 
giving them full creiiit for sincerity it 
is ])laiii that there is a power behind 
the league which has as.serled itself in 
these murdori). The questions upper 
most in the popular mind are, has not 
the seed .sown by the league [)roduce(l 
results beyond the ability of the league 
to control / iias not a now party 
arisen wlio intonti to travel beyond the 
bounds set by the league and proclaim 
a relentless and bloody war against 
British rule in Ireland? The assassins 
see, or tiiink tliey see, in the adojition 
of a conciliatory policy by Ci [.adstonk, 
evi<lence of weakness; ami they fancy 
that by a resort to murder they will 
achieve for Ireland national existence. 
To'Gr,ADSTOXE's Mid lothian speech— a 
rao.st incautious emanation — in which 
he really counselled resort to outrage 
by tlie Iri.sh people to secure reforms, 
may ho traced much of the disorder and 
bloodshed which has .since occurred. 



Lord Ran&olpli Churchill ou tho As- 
sassinations. 



Nf.w YoiiK, May 7. - A "Tiiimne" i-e- 
porter interviewed [.ord Itaiululph 
Churchill now here, wlm said he was 
greatly shocked when the reporter broke 
the news to him. "hve you certain that 
tho terriblo news is true ?" he asked. "1 
can't believe it. It must Ik- .i canard. Is 
it not stnuigo for such ;i ti iiLjedy to oc- 
cur immediately after this new policy of 
conciliation has been befjun, and after 
Gladstone has made all the conoessinns 
and bargains, has released suspects and 
agreed to let the cocrcinn act lapse, and 
to modify the land act, really I can't be- 
lieve tho report to be true. It will be a 
tremendous shock to England and will 
create intense e-xcitement." 

"What eflfect," the reporter asked, "do 
you think the tragedy will have upnu tlie 
policy of government and upon the atti- 
tude of the opposition?" 

"It is well nigh iniposaible to form an 
nijinion about tlio effect of tlie shocking 
deed. Politically, at a distance of oOO(3 
miles, and with no knowledge of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding tlio murder, it 
would indeed bo natural to suppose that 
it woidd lead to an abandonment of tho 
new policy, and in fact an entire reversal 
of it, but I can't say what my own opiii- 
ion would bo as to that until I know this 
news to bo true, and have full particu- 
lars; ' 

It will have, I tJiinfc, the customary ef- 
fect that all such things do in tho first 
moment of i)ublic excitement. It will 
strengthen the govornmont temporarily. 
.\11 classes will rally to the support of tho 
executive, now that its authority seerns 
to bo in great peril. The opposition will 
not press a vote of censure, but after the 
p\iblic excitement is calmed and tho nto- 
inentary peril soeuia passed, then will 
come tlie great strain, and tho real ulti- 
uuito elFectof tho tragedy will be seen. " 

"Isn't this, Ireland's answer to Glad- 
stone's new policy, tho first tangible ro- 
sidt of conciliation and concession ?" 

"That is whas tories will say, and they 
will bo able to use it ofloctually ay:aiii3t 
the goveruiiient. What else they will ask 
could bo expected us tho result of ap- 
pointing Cavendish, :i iiuin with no <juali- 
lications, for the i>ositiou simply to ap- 
pease his brother. Lord Hartington, and 
to lead him to suppose that he would bo 
able to control the govormncnt's Irish 
policy; for that was tho only reason for 
appointing Cavendish; to prevent dofco- 
tiou of Lord Hartin^;ton from tho liberal 
party." 

"I don't think it possible that Parnell 
or tho land league were at all connected 
with the deed. It has always been doubt- 
ful how much inlluenco Kirnell had in 
Ireland after all. It has been impossible 
to tell when he could prevent nut rages 
cammitted in the interest of the land 
league. 

Thor'o is no doubt that the outrages of 
tho last few years have strongthencd and 
helped the league, but whether or not 
the league could prevent them, or wish to, 
even, it has been impossible to decide. 
This tragedy is, I feel confident, a fcnian 
piece of work. It is entirely difiercnt to 
land league outrages. They have boon 
social and agrarian: this is entirely politi- 
cal. I don't think the land league would 
even contemplate the murder of the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. It is very like the 
fenians, however. There have been no 
political crimes committed in Ireland 
since 1878, and then tho work was that 
of fenians. It is important to remember 
in connection with thi.'i that there has 
been a union of two forces in the present 
agitation. ■ The land league under Parnell 
was' united to the fenian organization, 
which is a very perfect one, through the 
ofibrts of Davitt in Ireland and fenian 
leaders in America. The two organiza- 
tions wore formerly very hostile to each 
other, and occasionally members of one 
' wore murdered by those of the other. 
This terrible tragedy is, then, I think, a 
fenian expression, the result ol fenian 
plots, and not of land league plots.

Parnell and Davitt have spoken upon 
the assassination.
